The Examiner is respectfully thanked for the Telephonic Interview of September 
20, 2005. During the Interview, no exhibits were given nor any demonstrations 
conducted. Claim 85 was discussed relative to the prior art rejection. Agreement was 
reached as to an Examiner's amendment to claim 85 to define patentable subject matter 
over the prior art. Claim 107 was discussed relative to the prior art of record. 
Agreement was reached as to an Examiner's amendment to claim 107 to clarify the 
unique axial position of the teeth that are on the first and second edges. Ah Examiner's 
amendment to paragraph [0051 .1] to clarify the term "ksi," was agreed to. Based on the 



Examiner's amendment to the specification and to claims 85 and 1 07, agreement was 
reached as to the allowability of these claims subject to any additional prior art found by 
the Examiner. 
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
